SEE MOVE TO GET 
GUIDES OFF ROADS 


A decision to appeal to the G et­ 
tysburg Chamber of Commerce and 
other local civic organizations to 
help prevent a proposed centraliza­ 
tion of guides was made by the G et­ 
tysburg battlefield guides’ associa­ 
tion a t a special meeting Tuesday 
night after adopting resolutions cur­ 
tailing practices on the p art of in­ 
dividual guides which are blamed 
for the agitation for centralization, 
It was revealed today. 
More than 85 per cent of the hun­ 
dred 
licensed 
guides 
conducting 
tourists over the battlefield attended 
the meeting at which W illiam H. 
Allison, president of the association, 
presided. 
Spirited Discussion 
Spirited discussion occurred over 
some of the portions of the resolu­ 
tion which was adopted unanim ous­ 
ly after minor changes had been 
made. 
Most of the discussion centered on 
th a t part reading “be it resolved 
th a t we pledge ourselves to stop the 
practice of stopping cars by up­ 
lifting or extending the hand.” The 
resolution was adopted with only the 
restriction on extending the hand in 
such a m anner as to give the ap­ 
pearance of flagging an automobile. 
The guides agreed th at a wave of 
the hand did not violate good taste 
and was of great assistance to guides 
in' greeting tourists entering G ettys­ 
burg or the battlefield. 
“Short Tripping” 
’ Short-tripping.” a practice ex­ 
plained as being limited to a small 
proportion of guides, was also scored. 
The association agreed th a t tourists 
should be given as many hours to 
see the battlefield as they desired 
and th a t the decision should rest 
with them . Guides who violate this 
rule, it was agreed at the meeting, 
may face the loss of their licenses. 
W hat the resolution describes as a 
“determ ined 
effort 
to 
drive 
the 
guides from streets and highways of 
G ettysburg and compel them to es­ 
tablish 
and 
ms in tam 
a 
central 
guides’ station" was responsible lor 
the special meeting. 
The guides 
point out in their resolution th a t a 
central station would cut the busi­ 
ness of guides In half and would 
encourage unlicensed persons to so­ 
licit business as guides. 
It also 
would result, they declare, in serious 
congestion on busy days and cause 
thousands of tourists annually to 
pass through Gettysburg without 
•seeing the battlefield. 
Resolution 
T he resolution follows: 
“W hereas, a determined effort is 
being m ade to drive the battlefield 
guides from the streets and high­ 
ways of our community and compel 
them to establish and m aintain a 
central guides’ station; and. 
"W hereas, the adoption of th at 
program 
necessarily would 
injure 
both the community and the guides

Work prelim inary to the planting 
of evergreens and evergreen shrubs 
in Gettysburg’s remodelled center 
square was begun today by J. Ernest 
B rainard, 
W estm inster 
landscape 
architect, and a force of men. Cul­ 
tivation of the ground and marking 
off the circle for the planting which 
will start on Friday occupied the 
workmen's tim e today. 
More than 500 plants of approxi­ 
m ately 20 varieties will be planted 
in w hat formerly was a grass plot. 
Only such plants as rem ain green 
during the winter will be set out, 
Mr Brainard said. 
Special care is 
given to the cultivation of the soil 
and a loss of less than one per cent, 
of 
landscape architect. 
In the summer when the flower­ 
ing plants are in bloom, the plot is 
expected to be one of the show­ 
places along the Lincoln Highway 
in Pennsylvania. 
In the center of 
the plot will be a collection of dif­ 
ferent sized evergreens, with flower­ 
ing plants around the central group. 
No grass will be planted. . 
All of the plants will be hardy 
varieties, requiring very 
little a t­ 
tention summer or winter. 
None of 
the plants will have to be taken out 
in the winter and replanted in the 
spring. 
About thirty days will be required 
to complete the plantings.

Sept, IO (AP)—Drastic 
measores for national economy by 
orders In council were presented in 
the house of commons

Prime 
Minister 
MacDonald 
Wednesday. 
With the whiphand In parliament 
well established, .the national gov­ 
ernment went ahead with its pro­ 
gram In steam-roller fashion. 
A majority of 93 was obtained on 
resolutions limiting the commons’ 
business to the nation’s financial 
emergency. 
In resorting to orders In council 
for making economy measures ef­ 
fective the government again indi­ 
cated its determination to use every 
weapon in carrying out its program. 
These orders, like the proclamations 
of the Tudor monarchs, do not re­ 
quire parliamentary sanction. 
Edicts Limit Debate 
They have an odious reputation in 
British political history, but the new 
government nevertheless decided to 
employ them boldly. 
Such powers 
of dictatorial character are the only 
means for effecting economy meas­ 
ures swiftly, and Britain still races 
against

with her 
fifiaiYCTftT 
problems. 
Prolonged debates, in the opinion 
of Mr. MacDonald and his cabinet 
colleagues, would prevent the speedy 
re-establishment of world confidence 
In British credit. 
The Westminster equivalent of the 
American filibuster therefore will be 
blocked by privy council edicts which 
will permit only one day’s debate on 
each measure.

There are no known drug remedies for contagious abortion in cattle, 
hog cholera, influenza, tuberculosis, distemper, heaves in horses, bacil- 
liary white diarrhea in poultry, fowl cholera, roup, diphtheria, chicken 
pox or blackhead in turkeys. Yet remedy peddlers often claim their 
products as cures for these diseases. 
In some cases they will sell their products as a cure-all for every­ 
thing. In other cases they will make a diagnosis or get the company’s 
“specialist" to come out and make the diagnosis. Then they will pro­ 
duce the remedy. In too many cases the hired man is just as well 
•qualified to make the diagnosis as the so-called “specialist'’ 
There are high-class manufacturers of livestock remedies. But they 
are not likely to turn their products loose with just any high-powered 
’salesman to be prescribed for any condition he may find. Consult a 
good veterinarian. If he says a remedy is good and worth the money, 
use it. 
In times like this it is poor business to pour millions upon millions 
of hard-earned dollars into the pockets of unscrupulous remedy ped­ 
dlers and manufacturers. Are you paying part of this toll?

Contrary 
j to the common impression, there is 
no known method for dissolving gall­ 
stones. 
In repeated attacks of gallstone 
colic surgical treatm ent is indicated. 
As Osier so pointedly said, "The 
patient is much safer in the hands 
of a surgeon than when left to n a­ 
ture, with the feeble assistance of 
drugs and mineral waters.” 
Once the stones have been remov­ 
ed, the possibility of their reforming 
appears to be very slight.

MILE OF ROAD 


Three Million Miles Of High­ 
way Would Be Crowded 
By Cars.

New York (AP).—If all the autos 
In the United elates were spread 
evenly along its 3,016.000 miles of 
roads there would be 8 17 machines 
to every mile. 
But in California 79 autos would 
bi' lined up in every mile if the state 
should spread its home-owned cars 
over its own roads. 
These figures are given in Civil 
Engineering, official journal of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
by William J. Fox. chief engineer of 
the I/os Angeles county regional 
planning commission. 
No Guess Work 
Fox tells the engineers a method 
successfully used in Californa to 
estimate future road requirements 
without relying upon guesswork. In 
California they count the population, 
the number of autos^and estimate 
the future population, put a “graph" 
on these figures and have the an­ 
swer. The graph is a chart of ex­ 


pectations based upon studies of 
present automobile density. 
“Automobiles,” says Fox, "have a 
definite relationship to population. 
Experiments indicate th at there is 
equally definite relationship between 
the number of automobiles in a 
given area and the amount of road­ 
way needed. 
“After several years of experimen­ 
tation with various methods of pre­ 
dicting the future demand for high­ 
ways as to frequency, width and di­ 
rection, we have concluded that the 
most valuable factor to employ in 
such a determnation is that of ulti­ 
mate population, used as a load fac­ 
tor. In order to arrive at a more or 
less scientific method of preparing a 
comprehensive highway plan, charts 
showing the trend of the population 
load should be employed.”

Rank Of England Stays As 
Solid As Rock Despite 
Internal Turmoil.

London 
(AP) — Financiers 
and 
statesmen scurry and sweat in silk 
hats to keep her offspring. “Pound 
Sterling.” 
well-behaved 
but 
the 
grim “Old Lady of Threadneedle 
street" sits stolidly through it all. 
Revolution an Englishman may 
talk, and loudly, but the Bank of 
England stays a solid rock in his 
imagination. An American might 
think of the mint in much the 
same fashion. 
Not quite as grim an “Old Lady” 
as other generations knew is the 
modem 
Bank 
of 
England—“the 
Bank.” as John Bull calls it, with a 
capital “B.” Both In action and 
appearance it has altered in the 
last decade 
For years it 
stood 
dark 
and 
squatty, grimed by the smoke of 
London, impressive but forbidding. 
This year the bank building has 
been much enlarged, and heroic 
symbolic figures have been carved 
on it* facade. In bulk it is one of 
the city$ Impressive buildings now. 
Gans Guard Vault 
Its vault*, where the nation’s 
gold is kept, are claimed to be the 
strongest in the world, and 
the 
bank itself is said to be not only 
storm, fire and burglar-proof, but 
revolution proof as well. 
It has a military guard, and, sig­ 
nificant of modem times, there are 
snipers' posts where machine guns 
can be mounted to control mobs in 
the square before it. 
The vaults are guarded by intri­ 
cate alarm systems and can be 
flooded from three points in event 
of invasion or other emergency- 
one in the bank, another oustide in 
London and a third? IO miles from 
the city. 
But more important than the new 
building is the bank* changed po­ 
sition In the British industrial and 
financial fabric. 
Standi For 27 Years 
While the Bank of England is a 
private 
corporation, 
its 
position 
roughly corresponds to that of the 
federal reserve banks in* America, 
It is the only agency outside the 
national treasury which* has the 
right to issue currency, a' right ac-

corded it when the bank was found­ 
ed 237 year ago, under William of 
Orange. 
Until this decade it has been 
strictly a bankers’ bank, loaning 
money to English banks on 
their 
“paper.” But not dealing directly in 
industry. 
When English industry got in 
heavy water, the bank, probably at 
government 
prompting, organized 
certain subsidiaries through which 
it deals directly with important in­ 
dustries, such as cotton and steel, 
and has been taking the lead in 
their consolidation.
